I rect his team, anil see that the tares were 
I tleiiosited in the box, ami at the same 
I time to watch tor trains at the railrnini 
j crossing. The railroad couipimy had no 
safety yate at the crossing, alllioiigli they 
1 liail lieen ordered by the city council u 
; year ago to erect one at that place. The 
driver hail stopped the car w hile the north 
bound tram passcti, but had iint noticed 
the a(>proacli of the tr.iin on the other 
truck. T'liu siiiith bound Haiti, L'oing at 
■J,'') miles an hour, struck the car mi the 
side, tearing it to splinters, and hurled 
the passengers into a proiuisoous heap. 
It is said by many who witnessed the ac- 
cident that a buy was acting as ilrivor, 
while llio regular driver was mside of the 
car.

He was iuvcigletl aboard a .s1im,|i 
liy the celebrated slave dealer .bdin loal- 
riguez, brought tu this city and puichased 
by a rich planter, I'aiil Lalicre, wleuii he 
served faithfully during the war of ISl'J. 
He also went thruiiuli the .Mexican war, 
with his two soiifl, ilypolite and I'aul, the 
latter of whom freeii him ami left him 
tpiite a large sum of mtuiey, aiithi ient to 
render him comfortable for the remainder 
of his life.
